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He Lord is a witneſle againſt all your Idolatry who are following Tdols, 
obſerving dayes , and times, and fealons, waich 1s idolatry, Oh Loxdor ! 
whar , art thou falling back into Popiſh Idolatry again ? which tometime there 
hath been a ſpirit in thee which hath denyed ? What, have you loſt your zeal for 
the Lord? and is your zeal quite dead which once was 1n you againlt the praftices 
of the whore of kome ? Alas, what do you meane , in. your obterving the Popith 
Maſs-dayes, in obſerving Chri/tmas, as you call it, I had thought that ſpirit had 
been baniſhed; AndI looked ere this, that oblerving of dayes would have becn 
quite extinguiſhed z and I hoped that your mindes and hearts would have en- 
clined to better things , and would wholly have forgotten and left off all your 
ſuperſtitious pratices, which tad any foundation cr favour of the _— Church. 
Bur alas, I ſee your zeal for God is grown dead, and the ſpirit of Idolotry cleaves 
faſt unto you; even lo faſt is 1t ſeated in your hearts, that an A of Parliament, 
or any outward teaching or profeſſion can ſeparate you from Idolatry ; and I 
. perceive there is nothing till che juſt judgement of God fall among you, becauſe 
of your fins rhat can worke ont of your hearts , the ſpirit that runs after Idols, 
You ſeem to be joyned to [dols, as if an Idol were your God ; 1s not this idola- 
try ? Asif you kept dayes wholly to the Lord , you keep yo ur Shops ſhur, and 
you forbear all manner of worke , and you put on your fine apparell ; and yet 
you go into vanity , into pride and wantounefle , and commits great wicked- 
nefle in the fight of God, in pleaſures, in ſports, and lults, and drunkennefle, 
and idlenefle, and all this is idolatry. And thus you keep your holy-dayes , as 
you call them, ſpending your time in vanity , both Matters and fervants , Pa- 
rents and children ; And ye ſay ye will keep Chrittmas, and ye are greatly offen- 
ded at them that will not, and cries againſt them, and ſcoffes ac their godlinels 3 
and thus are you glewed to the old cuſtomes of the Romiſh Church, that whore, 
from whence you have learned theſethings ; for the was the firlt that ever initi- 
tuted and prafticed theſe curſed abominations ; and herprattices which the was 
the author of, are you zealouſly performing even in Londox, the place of great 
Reformation as you profeſſe : And thus are you doing, that call your ſelves the 
Reformed Churches, and that ſeems in words to deny her ; yet are you treading 
in her ſteps of idolatry. What, obſerving Chrijtmas in London yet ? What, yeof 
the Reformed Churches ? What, ye that have ſeemed ſome years lince to turne 
away from thele things, are ye even again obſerving thele things? Oh!hypocrilte 
and deceit fills your hearts. Oh yee hypocrites ! that cries againit the Romiſh 
Church , and yet are obſerving of her praGtices, in feaſting and ryoting and ry- 
otoulne(s, in drinking and wantonneſle, in idlenel(s and ſports, and this ye call 
keeping the holy-dayes. Oh wretched idolatry ! The Lords judgements will 
come upon thele things, the Lord isa witnefſe againſt you, Whar, is all your 
profeſſion come to this? Have not ſome of ycu cryed againſt the Pope and his 1n- 
ventions theſe many years ? and are you lirten down in the pratice of his inven= 
tions ? Itſeems you are but reformed in words, and onely hath denyed the Pope 
in words, but are beholding to him for an invention, that ye may keep Hol y- 
days asyeſay, which ye keep unholy z and manifold abominartions in thoſe days 
do abound to your ſhame. Therefore repent ye Idolaters , the time is at hand 
when the Lord will overturn , and overthrow all your idolatrons wayes, and 
praGtices, As for the guakers, they feare God, and they dare not joyne with you 
in thele abominacions; and therefore you delpifſe them , and fay m your hearts, 
who (hall controul you; for theſe things will ye do, and none lhall prevent you. 
And thus 1s the Popith (pirit of Idolatry thewed forth in thee, oh London,and thy 
reformed peeople are icy of Popiſh ſuperſtitions and vain idolatries , till the 
judgementsof the Lord enter upon you , and {mite you , you will not regard 
nor return, 
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
